REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

Reconsideration and allowance of the above identified 
application is respectfully requested in light of the above 
amendments and the following remarks. 

In response to the drawing objections as set forth in the 
Official Action, Replacement Sheets 1 and 2 are submitted in 
the Appendix, which serve to 

1) label Fig. 1 as Prior Art, and 

2) designate the shield of the coaxial cable 4 with the 
new numeral 4a in Fig. 2. The paragraph beginning 
at page 15, line 14 of the specification has been 
revised to provide an antecedent for the new 
numeral . 

With the above revisions, it is believed that the drawing 
objections have been overcome. 

In the Official Action, dependent Claims 11-22, 24-27, 
and 30-31 were indicated as being allowable upon being re- 
written in independent form. The present Amendment is in 
compliance with this determination, with the recitations of 
dependent Claim 11 now being incorporated in base Claim 1. 
Also, dependent Claim 24 is presented in independent form as 
new Claim 32, and the recitations of dependent Claim 30 are 
incorporated in base Claim 28. New Claims 33-35 depend from 
new Claim 32, and correspond to original Claims 25-27 
respectively . 

There being no other issues, it is respectfully submitted 
that all of the pending claims are in condition for immediate 
allowance, and such action is solicited.
